STAMPS FOR TELEGRAMS. 


Instructions of Western Union. Began!ins 


Observance of New Kcvonwo -IJHTV. 


This new revetiue-Jajv.y'that .went into 


effect ^reouires that* jaixlocumentaiy 
J- 


cent stamp shall bo'put upon every tele; 
graph message transmitted in the'United 
States. It will therefore be necessary for 
the senders of messages to attack -stomps 
to 
their, message and' to- - cancel the 


stamps in- accordance with the law by 
writing their initials and date across 
them. The Western Union- arid Postal 
Telegraph, companies and the cable com- 
panies operating from. Xe.w York have 
arranged for a partial supply of stamps 
at their offices for sale to the senders of 
messages who may not be provided wiht 
them. The officials of the companies say, 
however, that they are not- prepared to 
provide stamps in sufficient quantities to 
cover all the messages sent from their 


offices. 


The following are the instructions sect 


out by the Western Union: The war 
revenue law requires that on and after 
July 1, under a. penalty of $10 no tele- 
graph- company or its agents or em- 
ploye shall transmit to any person any 
.dispatch or message without an> adhesive 
1-cent stamp being .affixed to a copy 
thereof or thereon. Exception is made of 
government messages, service messages 
of ih'e telegraph- company and messages 
of officials and employes of railroad com- 
panies seat only aver wires of their re- 
spective railroads.. The following , in- 
structions are therefore to be observed, 
according to the ord«r issued by tho 
Western Union company: 


The- senders of each of the undermen- 


tioned classes of business must be re- 
.quired to attach a 1 cent documcniary 
revenue stamp thereto before the. mes- 
sage can be accepted for transmission-, 
that is: 


Full paid message, day and night. 
Collect messages. 
Messages sent under business or half 


rt>,te franks. 


(Messages, sent under complimentary 


franks. 


Messages received by telephone from 


customers direct; the cost of the neces- 
t-ary stamps is to be added to- the 
count rendered.

bells; messengers are to- be instructed io 
require that stamps shall be placed on 
the messages by the customer?, unless it 
has been previously arranged bet-.veen 
the customer; arid the manager thai, the 
cost of the 
stamp shall be oddod to 


accounts. 


Press dispatches, when presented at 


Western Union counter, a stamp must 
be required for each dispatch, irrespec- 
tive of its number of words (or number 
of addresses). On dispatches transmit-

from newspaper 
offices,

stamp must be attached- by the sender to 
ench dispatch irrespective of the number 
of words it contains or number of addres- 
ses before the dispatches are sent to the 
Western Union office to be booked.

ABOUT CHILD LABOR, 


Annual Koport of Commissioner EricK'tfon 


Will Touch Unon This Question. 


Commissioner Erickson, of the bureau 


of labor, census and industrial statistics, 
was in the city last Friday attending the 
inquest on, the victims of the wcent fire. 
The gentleman is about to issue his an- 
nual report nnd child labor will occupy 
a prominent place in the same. While 
there is but n small proportion of child 
labor in Wisconsin as compared with 
other states, there is still enough io mnke 
vigilance necessary to prevent its spread. 
Complete and thorough, reports are made 
to Commissioner Ericksou by the state 
factory inspectors, nnd the information 
so obtained is being conrpiled. Many 
difficulties obstruct the efforts' of Com- 
missioner Erickson and the inspectors to 
get accurate in-formation respecting the 
ages of the children who are found work- 
ing in factories. The children arc gen.-- 
orally instructed to give their ages as 
over 14 years by -their prwents and em- 
ptoyors, nnd owing to the lack of any 
adequate birth records tho officials nre 
unable in many cases to test the state- 
ments. The best that can be done i? to 
gather as accurate information ns can be 
had from circumstantial evidence and re- 
port't!ie nges of such children as doubt- 


ful. 


"Tho birth records which the law re- 


quires to be kept-in every county,'1-sa id 
Commissioner Erickson, 
"are useless. 


Not more than one-fifth of tho births are 
recorded by the'physicians, midwivcs or 
parents, a* tho law requires, and the rec- 
ords ore.accordingly, practically us-Wess.. 
This is the greatest' obstacle in our work. 
Tho child will' say that he or she is 14 
years .old!' The ^parents and employers 
'tell the same story, and there are no rec- 
ords'to test the statement by. In some 
cases «ve can correct the statement by the 
records of the public schools, but compar- 
atively few'of these children- havo at- 
tended public schools. Sometimes the

They ^rre seeking to 


carry out in good faith the

They were not 
looking for a fight and were caught ofi 
their -ruard. 


Gen. Garcia, it is reported, ordered his 


men to form so that they would be con- 
cealed in the chaparrel, hoping to anni- 
hilate the first section of the Spanish 
troops. His plnus were promptly put in- 
to execution, but -the Spaniards, quickly 
recovering 
from

demoralization 


caused by the opening shots, fought 
fiercely, and Garcia's ambuscade was a 
failure. 


Although urisncoessful in his p'Jan to 


trap the Spaniards, Gen-. Garcia, accord 
ing to the Cubans who brought thi 
story, sent word to them .demanding 
thai] they surrender forthwith. To this 
demand the Spanish commander returned 
nn. emphatic refusal. ' Gerj,.

President's Proclamation SnrprUon Span- 


lards, and Cabnni. 


Washington, July 20.—In his 
In- 


structions to Gen. Shatter regarding 
the military occupation of Santiago, 
President McKinley has taken both the 
Spaniards and the Cubans by surprise. 
The Spaniards who looked for selfish 
arrogance that would roh 
them of 


their property will find that they may 
have their same municipal officers ex- 
ecuting more just and humane' regula- 
tions than they ever liefore enjoyed. 


The Cuban insurgents have, on the 


other band, discovered that their Am- 
erican allies do not intend to turn, over 
to them this fair old Spanish city for 
pillage and plunder, for revenge, or for 
self-glorification. President McKlnley 
In his instructions followed the rule 
ot the most enlightened and Christian 
nations in regard to the military occu- 
pation, but he has gone beyond these, 
reducing the revenues that have been 
levied by Spain, at a time when these 
revenues aro to he applied to the ex- 
pense of .-the war. He has 80 far as pos- 
sible lifted from the people a large 
part of the taxation upon their Im- 
ports, and has givsn to Santiago reve- 
nue schedules more moderate than 
were in force under Spanish;rule. 


The president, in his proclamation, 


has demonstrated to the people of Cuba 
and to the world that this is.-a. war for 
the sake of humanity, and<• that this 
first great victory of tho army is fol- 
lowed by humane consideration for the 
people, 'and more Just and equitable 
government than they have ever be- 
fore onjoyed, oven in times of peace. 
The anny.,of the United States has car- 
ried freedom from exorbitant taxation 
into Santiago, then, and it will give 
independence'to Cuba.

In this method furrows are not used, 
and one or.'raore openings in the main 
canal furnish all the water, necessary.

The 
rioafields of Louisiana are irrigated in 
this manner, and some of the grain grow- 
ing sections of the west are similarly 
treated for the saving of labor in apply- 
ing the water. 


Subirrigation is the most advanced 


and probably the best systtim adopted 
by. the irrigationists of the world. I* is 
more expensive bnt more perfect than 
any method over practiced. The water 
is conducted to tho roots of trees and 
plants through underground channels 
and does not touch the surface. This 
makes the land more clean of surface 
woods and grass and, does not out up-the 
farm into ditches. Tiling is the best for 
carrying the water to its destination. 
This is buried in trenches two or three 
feet deep, and holes aro bored every few 


conditions, make catch, crops • desirable 
and every year directs larger attention 
to them, according to the Iowa Home- 
stead, which mentions some of the crops 
suitable for this purpose. 


'One of the commonest of those orops 


is millet. It is deservedly a favorite be- 
cause it may.be sown-late, with an as- 
surance that it will make a good hay 
crop, and it also stands drought well. 
It is a gross feeder and thrives in hot 
weather, while if out seasonably and 
with a due regard to modern teachings 
respecting'the stage ot whioh forage 
plants should be cat it will make a 
large crop of'hay under catch crop con- 
ditions. 
In many part of the'west, 


where dry midsummer weather is ap- 
prehended, Kaffir corn make-3 a good 
catch crop. It will grow under moisture 
conditions where Indian com would 
prove an utter failure, and it jnakea very 
satisfactory, feed. Sorghum- is also oom- 
iug into use as a catch crop to a consid- 
erable extent, end those who have em- 
ployed it in this way speak in high 
terms of it.

The war board immediately, a/pproved. 


Capt. Malian's plan to send a strong 
fleet across the Atlantic to menace 
Spain and compel Camara's return'for 
the defense of .the '.peninsula itself. It1 
the Spanish admiral failed to, accept 
tkis challenge and -continued toward 
the east, Commodore Watson was di- 
rected to follow him with all possible 
dispatch. The mere announcement of 
the scheme, as it was shrewdly cal- 
culated to do, together -with the pit- 
iable condition in which Camara found 
th° strongest members of his fleet after 
be had passed the canal, resulted in 
bis prompt return to Spain and 
re- 


moved the immediate object of Com- 
modore Watson's cruise. 


It is stated, and upon the highest 


authority, that the president has never 
contemplated an attack on Spain ex- 
cept as an extreme resort to terminate 
the war. It'has. never been his in- 
tention to bombard cities, however 
strong or helpless, or to capture and 
destroy fishing' vessels and flet'onseless 
coastwise commerce, until other meas- 
ures had failed. The occupation of the 
Philippines and of Porto Rico, with the 
overthrow of Spanish sovereignty 
in 


those colonies and the 
ejection 
of 


Spanish troops from the. wLjle island 
of Cuba without grreat loss of life from 
disease are to.be .achieved if possible 
before hostilities are to be carried into 
Europe.

After Porto Rico comes altogether 


under the American'flag, if Spain does 
not awaken to realization of the fu- 
tility of further resistance, as a war 
necessity the--'-'raiding'-sQuadron" proj- 
ect may--.be revived,-but just-now Com- 
modore' Watson is without any orders 
or discretion -to leave Admiral Samp- 
son's command, and the next impor- 
tant cruise ot any ef the ships assigned 
to bis division will be to the north- 
ern dockyards in some instances a.nd. to 
San Juan dc Porto Rico.

"We oannot, -ia actual practice, apply 


•tbo. manure to crops as we make it, 
tbougb we would desire to do so. As it 
is done in. actual practico, the- manure 
is thrown out of the stables-and gener- 
ally scattered over 'the yard to remain 
until needed or a convenient time 
comes to haul 'it out on tbe land. Tbe 
sky is tho roof, and tbo rains and snows 
descend and. leach away tho very-best 
aad most valuable ingredients. Roofed 
or covered - manure yards were.-not ap- 
proved of by our older authorities. 
Even so great an agricultural authority 
as Professor Storer speaks in a rather 
deprecatory way of covered--manure 
sbeds. 6f lata there bas been a general 
.revision of opinion along this lino, since 
intelligent practice, by actual, farmers 
bas.proved the contrary of the general 
preconceived opinion. 


"Quite a.number of experiment sta- 


tions 'have investigated tbe - matter and 
reported some' rather startling results. 
At Cornell the loss varied with tbe rain- 
fall and othar conditions, but ranged np 
tc 62-per cent. Tho Geneva station re- 
ported a loas of .46 percent, tbe Kansas 
station 50 per- cent,--and the Ohio station 
about tbe same. . At .tbe Massachusetts 
atation. tbe leaohings, tbougb 93 - per 
cent water, were worth J2:94 per'ton.' 
Thus I might continue to cite many 
more instancea>{)ointing to the fact that 
about 50 per • cent, or one-naif of our 
vard manure, is annually wasted. The 
worst part"of tho matter in that tbo best 
half—tbe half that is readily, soluble in 
water and could be used by tbe plants 
immediately—is wasted. The manure 
made on my little farm was wortb over 
$500, so if 
carelessly bundled and 


thrown out into tbe open yard to leacb 
and ferment until tbe end of the season 
tbe loss would foot np at $200 or $300, 
or, in other words, I would have to pur- 
chase plant food ingredients to that 
amount to replace what passed off in 
gas or went down stronm or into tbo 
rooks as leaohings. If an item of that 
size is not worth looking after in these 
times of close competition, when there 
are thousands of farms barely holding 
tiioir own, then I would like to ask how 
liirge a leak has to bo to demand atten- 
tion. Tbis can be remedied quite inex- 
pensively by constructing a roof over 
the yard, or part of tha yard, to keep 
the manure under. Tbe reason snob 
shelters were not recommended in tbe 
past is because the manure was not 
properly bandied and would fire fang or 
burn up from overrapid fermentation.'' 


.A writer'in Country Gentleman, who 


has tbe foregoing to say about what be 
characterizes as "the greatest leak" on 
the farm, mentions also tho requisites 
for bringing out manure in tbo most 
perfect condition for plant food and soil 
improvement: 


Tbe manure must bo compacted as it 


is put on tbe yard. If tbe cattle are al- 
lowed on it, they will do this to perfec- 
tion. 


•All the liquid manure should be in- 


corporated witb tbe solid and tho bed- 
ding to produce an even and proper fer- 
mentation. 


Some - land plaster should be used in 


tbo stable and on tho yard to absorb tho 
odors. Dissolved South Carolina rock 
can bo substituted, as it is in fact land 
plaster with 13 to 14 per cent of avail- 
able phosphoric acid. Plaster generally 
costs S6 to $7 pe.- ton, while the dis- 
solved rock can be bought close to sea- 
board for $10 to $11 per ton, and by 
•using it in tliis way it balances up tbo 
manure batter, as it-otherwise bas an 
excess of nitrogen, and tbe phosphoric 
acid ooetB only 1 2-3 cents per ponnd, 
counting tbe plaster at 57 per ton. This 
plaster or rode will capture and bold all 
tbe ammonia that might. otherwise es- 
cape during the process of fermentation. 


Manure made and cared for in this 


way is valuable enough to be applied 
with care, and four tons per acre prop- 
erly distributed is sufficient for any or- 
dinary farm crop, and each crop should 
bavo about tbat much, which would 
make liJ tons in the course of tbo .three 
year rotation. By using the manure 
spreader tbis can be so evenly-distributed 
that each plant will get its share of 
food, and none will, got an overdose. 
Topdresaing is preferable whenever it 
does not interfere witb tbe tillage of an 
intorcultural crop. By having the ma- 
nure sheltered wa can apply it just 
wbon tbo crop is moat in need of it or 
when most convenient to ourselves. Let 
us not forget tbo manure crop while we 
care particularly for^all other crops aud 
tools. Care and shelter here pay as wull 
as with any of tbo others. 


Dlseaieft of Cucumber*, Melons, Eta. 
Districts where cucumbers • are exten- 


sively grown for pickling, notably in 
Ohio, suffered last yoar from a disease 
the symptoms of which were yellowing 
and spotting of-the cucumber-leaves, 
beginning early in August, followed by 
premature barrenness and death of the 
vines. Investigations made ut the Ohio 
experiment station have shown that tbe 
unusual cucumber • losses wore almost 
entirely due to downy mildew, a-f ungous 
paxasttotwhioh attacks most plants of 
tho go'urd' family, including melons, 
cucumbers, pumpkins, squashes, etc., 
and that this disease may bo successful- 
ly controlled-by spraying with bordeaux 
mixture, making tbe first application: 
about July 1 and, repeating the.treat- 
ment at intervaJsiof-;,'-10 to 14 days. It; 
is estimated thatvtheVoost par, acfa for 
seven-sprayings should, not oioiied about.

The- eastern^faimer values tho straw 


from hig'whefit; crop very much-as -many 
western farmers.value their hay.. Hay.' 
always 'commands a: price in oastorn' 
oities-that.'see'&iBvvery high, to us'who 
live west ofi-thVm contains, and all feed 
is r-elfltively'higher than it is in our 
great western valleys. This state of 
things - has led .tho eastern farmer to 
learn the.-.feeding value of straw,, and 
tbe result is that the straw crop is care- 
fully-housed. West of the mountains it 
is the rule to;-stack-all straw out of 
doors, and not.' infrequently the stacks1 
are so placed that no feeding value of 
any account, is got from' them. Tbe 
loss from this source is great, and tbo 
remedy-is better .facilities for housing 
at least a portion of tho straw, thus 
making it possible either to carry more 
stock or else to convert more timothy 
hay into cash. 


A common custom is to mow a con- 


siderable lot of tbe wheat in the barn 
and'then stack the straw outside at 
thrashing time. VWkero a barn is not 
large enough for thrashing in and 
leaving tfao -straw.in a>bay it -would, often 
be better policy to stack, the wheat 
outside of the-.barn in:snch .a position 
that tbe thrasher could-throw the straw 
into the barn. . Thrashers now keep tho 
chaff in tbe straw, and' a ton of 
bright 'straw, housed like hay, should 
easily replace a half, ton of timothy 
sent to'imarkot. The straw should 
be well tramped, in adeep bay, and later 
in the ^season-"heavier, stuff, like corn 
fodder,-:can.-bb.placed-on-top of it, and 
thus there.-is.no excessive waste of room 
in housing the loose straw. If fed long 
—and comparatively few farmers are 
willing to cut .it—one can afford to feed 
liberally, allowing tbe horses to cull 
out about two-thirds and leaving tbe 
remainder for bedding. Most farm 
horses stand idle much of tho winter, 
and thoir keep is a big item of expense. 
It can be reduced materially by the 
adoption in. the west of tbe methods 
tbat are practiced by many of our east- 
ern farmers, wbo house their straw crop 
just as surely as they do the- hay. 


So much has been written concerning 


tbe thorough preparation of the ground 
for wheat tbat one hesitates to say more, 
but all over tha country this year wo 
see the effects of tardy preparation last 
summer: Breaking was not rushed right 
after harvest, and soon tbe drought 
came. Then rains were waited for be-, 
fore'attempta were made to crush the 
clods made in plowing. We cannot plow 
wheat land too early and we cam afford 
to neglect some other, work for tbe sake 
of pushing the plowing when tbe ground 
is in the right condition. If the clover 
or gross has not made a stand in tho 
wheat stubble, and the field must be 
broken for wheat again, the earlier it is 
plowed .tho better.. 


Tho work should bo insistently push- 


ed, regardless of hopes that tbe rain 
will continue. Usually drought, does 
come, and'tho.plowing and pulverizing 
should.'bo made 'to move along before 
August dries out the soil completely. 
Onlv in tbis way can we insure a good 
seed" bed. If a field is broken and fairly 
well pulverized before tbo middle of 
August, a "good stand of wbeat plants is 
insured if proper care is used. On the 
other hand, the late plowed field, in a 
very dry fall, fails to get a stand. It is 
a mattor of management and largely 
within our control. The earlier tbe 
seedbed is made the more plane food 
and moisture are secured.

. £ou of Mamas* 


According to tho experiment station 


of North Dakota, 30 years of wheat 
growing has taken out from 40 to 60 
per-cant of the organic matter in tbe 
soil. Many of the soils which contained 
originally 8,000 to 10,000 pounds of 
nitrogen per acre to tbo depth of one 
foot now contain only 3,000 to 6,000. 
Tbis loss of- humus and fertility has 
ouased the soils to become less retentive 
of moisture^and consequently they aro 
more seriousJy'aifected by drought. The 
burning of wheat stubble and bare fal- 
lowing are responsible for a great part 
of this loss. To keep np tho supply of 
humus imitate nature by growing a 
green manure crop occasionally. 


A. Point About Hoculne Clover. 


"In my own practice I always save 


some last year's straw, and as soon as I 
have finished putting into tbe mow for 
tbe day I spread dry straw on top of 
lio clover to the depth of four to. six 
inches. This, being on top of tbe green 
clover hay, takes up all tho steam that 
comes from tbo clover and leaves the 
top of the hay as .free from sweat and 
dark color as any part of tbo mow, and 
I have many years clover hay in tho 
spring with the loaf and stem bright 
and soft and pliable as velvet, and with 
blossoms yet pink," soys a Country 
Gentleman correspondent.

THE HAY HARVEST. 


Tlie Ideal Method of. Cuttlne andvCarlntf- 


Croptf of Moderate Amount. 


"Wh^ro only ti moderate amount of 


bay is to be-made the' grass can be cut 
juec asjcho --bloom is beginning^) fall, 
when it will contain the.laxgestamouut 
of digestible matter in tbe -bestjpoesible 
condition. It can .be raked upfbef ore it 
is thoroughly dri'od, placed in small 
shocks and thus.allowed- to -cure par- 
tially in tbo shade. If - thevJveather is 
damp au&geri ect drying doos-not-result, 
the shock.- can bo opened.- during the 
middle of-, the day and again closed up 
at night1 to-kecp off the dew. .The hay 
will then retain its green color. The 
blades will.not become brittle, thus 
causing a loss when handled. 'This is 
tbe ideal method of cutting and curing 
bay. If tbo hay can then be placed un- 
der u shed 'or in' a barn, it will come- 
out in the best possible condition. 


The same general. methods apply to 


small quantities of clover, cowpeas, 
millet or any other forago crop, eicept 
"that they must be dried out much more 
thoroughly. Tho stems and thick leave?., 
are very:succulent and contain large 
amounts of moisture. T;he'-hay may ap- 
pear quite dry, but; if ! special pains is 
not taken to examine it carefully, thero 
•is danger of its being pnt-into the mow 
or stack while it contains large amounts 
of moisture. Under certain conditions, 
no harm will result from this, but if 
tbo weeks following hay harvest ^should 
be moist and damp, 'dusty and moldy 
hay will result. It is better, consequent- 
ly, -to cut this h.iy, 'allow it to dry par- 
tially, then rake it into-large heaps and 
allow it to remain -until thoroughly 
cured. If .the weather is very dry, liko 
the climate in Colorado, California and' 
other western states where alfalfa is 
grown largely, tbeso (piles answer very 
•nicely. Tbe forage us allowed to curs 
partially in tbo shade, which enables ic 
to retain its color, and prevents its be- 
coming harsh and woody. In more moiss 
climates it is probably better'to make 
well formed cocks to prevent'in jury by 
dew or light showers. 


.In stacking hay, as with small grains, 


the one important feature is to keep tha 
middles high and solid. This iadone by 
allowing tho hay to drop from the stack- 
er en to the center of the.stack anil ccn- 
tinnilly tramping this portion. 
When 


the rtaok is completed, cover -it with 
some coarse material if this can bo ob- 
tained, like w-ild hay, and weight, it 
'down. Go.over the outside.of the stack 
with a, rake, removing all looseonaterial- 
and pulling down tbe outer layer so that 
water will be turned off. 


In case timothy is wanted for sect!, 


allow tho seeds to become thoroughly 
brown, then cut with a self binder and 
shock the same as witb small grains. 
Set tbo binder as low as possible so that; 
all the leaves and blades will be pre- 
served. Allow to-dry'thoroughly ia-tha 
field or thrash at once. Tho ordinary 
thrashing machine can bo used for this 
purpose if properly adjusted. 
The hay 


from tbo seed timothy is not as valuar 
ble for feed-as early cut bay/because it; 
has been allowed to stand until fully 
ripe, but it is of considerable value and 
should always be preserved, says a writ- 
er in The ]£ew England Honasstead,, 
authority for the foregoing. 


How to Prevent Grain Sraut. 


W. T. Swingle of the department of 


agriculture makes the following recom- 
ineudatioEK iu n farmers'-;bulletin; 


It has been found that-stinking-smut 


of wheat-can • be -prevented by treating 
tbe seed with corrosive sublimate, ^me 
pound to 50 gallons of water. The seed 
is piled on a fipor or on canvas and•Qafc- 
ougbly sprinkled,' every graJn""lje.mg 
wetted over its entire surfaoe^^oc-pisjy.^ 
sublimate is poisonous, and gieai'cai^ 
should bevOsercised in using'i£ 


Stinting smut of wbeat aud covered 


barley smut can be prevented ty soakr 
ing the seed 13 hours in 3 solurion-made 
by dissolving one ponnd of commercial 
copper sulphate in 24 gallons of water 
and then imniorsing tbe seed for five 
minutes in limewacer- 


Tho formalin- treatment has been 


found very effecr-ive ia preventing stink- 
ing smuts of wheat and oat; smut. It 
consists in -soaking tbo seed for two_^ 
hours in a solution of outs pound of 
formalin to 50 to 60 gallons of water. 
Tbe strong fonnalin is poisonous, -find 
groat care should be exercised in its use. 


• Tho stinking smuts of wbeat and ont 
smut can also "b'o prevented by treating 
tbe seed with'hos water at 132 degrees 
for ten minutes. 


Loose smut of wheat and barley smuts 


can bo prevented by soaking tho seed in 
cold water for four hours,' allowingvit to 
stand four hours more in wet sacks, and 
then trefttius for five minutes in water 
ac 133 degrees^ _^___
